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What Does a 


Trustee Do?

A trustee is a policy maker. We hire a 
library director to do the administrative 
duties, oversee the selection of books, 
employ good staff and be responsible for 
the day-to-day business of running the 
library. It is not the trustee's job to micro- - 
manage but we must approve budgets and 
tax levies, as prepared by the director and 
her staff, and to make sure that funds are 
available to run the library. We must also 
promote referendums and bonds if there is 
a need, and trustees are responsible for 
letting the community know why the extra 
money is required. 

Trustees promote good public relations in 
the community. We try to be visible so that 
the community is aware of all the 
wonderful free programs and services that 
are available at the library. We attend 
monthly board meetings, approve the 
monthly bills for payment and make sure 
we are within the budgetary framework 
that we approved when we passed the 
annual budget. 

There are seven dedicated trustees on 
the library board who attend workshops 
throughout the year to help train us to be 
well educated in library law as well as 
trusteeship. The community has elected us 
to develop policies that will enhance library 
services and be fiscally responsible, and 
we take this mission 
very seriously. Our 
library is very 
involved on a state 
and national level. 

This is due to the 
commitment that 
has been made 
by the trustees 
and library staff.

New Drive-Thru Services 
For Fountaindale Users 


drive-up book return on the driver’s side 

will be a reality for Fountaindale users this 

fall with the completion of the drive-thru 

00k return on the north side of the 

library building in Bolingbrook. The outdoor 
book return, which was donated by the Friends of 
Fountaindale and has been in use for over ten 
years, is being replaced with an addition to the 
building. 

In addition to book returns, Library Director 
Lydia Acosta anticipates providing a drive-thru 
service for check-out of library materials. 
Picking up library materials at the drive-thru 
station would be on a “will call” basis. Two slots 
are included in the plans--one for the return of 
library materials and the other to pick up 
materials while the customer remains in the car. 

In order to facilitate the construction of the 
drive-thru book return, it was necessary to 
reverse the flow of traffic. The entrance to the

library on Briarcliff is being converted to two-way 
traffic, allowing both an entrance and exit. There 
is a new entrance off of Delaware, allowing access 
to the drive-thru station or to the parking lot. 

Exit from the parking lot is only onto Briarcliff 
Road. Traffic pattern maps are on display in the 
library building. 


1 am pleased that the library is moving in this 
direction. We want to insure the safety of the 
public and the staff. With a drive-thru facility, 
customers can easily return books without 
leaving their cars. And the library staff can 
return the books from within the enclosed drive- 
thru area rather than having to be out in the 
weather emptying the book return. 

Library Board President, Ruth Newell-Minor, 
notes that this concept is not totally new to 
libraries and cites two other libraries in the 
suburban area currently using drive-thru 
services for their customers. “We want to make 
use of the libraries convenient for all, much like 
the banks, restaurants, etc. already benefiting 
from drive-thru services.”

Romeoville Sets New Records 


e just completed a record breaking year 

in Romeoville. In fiscal year 1997-98 

which ended June 30, you checked out 

187,243 books and other library 
materials. This exceeds the previous record, set 
in 1995-96, by more than 9,000 items. We 
answered over 19,000 reference questions in 
person and by phone. 

Under the leadership of our new library 
director, Lydia Acosta, many changes have taken 
place. Most of the restrictions for village 
residents who live outside the Library District 
boundaries have been eliminated. The Choices 
program, provided by the National Endowment 
for the Humanities, was a success. Staff and 
public computers have been upgraded to prepare 
for the provision of Internet access. Staff are 
learning to use the databases so we will be ready 
to assist when the system is opened for your use. 

The Romeoville building has recently 
undergone some much needed renovation. In 
August, the stairs and ramps leading into the 
building were replaced. Cuts were made in the

curb in front of the building to provide easier 
access. All handicapped parking can now be 
moved to the center spaces directly in front of the 
building. A new landscape service has begun to 
improve the grounds. 

As I write this, the summer programs are in 
full swing. Our staff elaborated on Dive Into 
Books, the statewide theme, planning programs 
and displays to follow the topic. Fish, boats, 


waves and a pirate treasure chest could be found 
decorating the Children’s Department. Children 
using the library took to it like ducks to water. For 
one program, they painted underwater scenes on 
our sidewalks. With two weeks left in the reading 
game, the Children’s Department reports that the 
children have already read more books than last 
year.

The Fountaindale Public Library District's Reader's Services Desks are the best kept secrets in the 
District. At the Bolingbrook building, Reader’s Services is located near the Fiction and Young 
Adult collections on the main floor. At the Romeoville building, Reader's Services is located at the 
Information Services Desk.

Rebecca Caudill Young Readers’ 
Book Award 


ost of the really important things that 

life has said to me, it said during my 

childhood in Harlan County, Kentucky. 

What life said to me then constitutes 
my heart knowledge as different from head 
knowledge .. . It is this heart knowledge that 
makes any book both original and authentic . . . 
In seventeen books I have been saying to children 
these things that I learned in my Appalachian 
childhood. My greatest joy as an author comes 
from knowing that children read the books and 
are sometimes nourished by them.” 

These are the words of Rebecca Caudill, a 
longtime Illinois resident, for whom the Illinois 
Young Readers’ Book Award is named. Every year 
children in fourth through eighth grade have the 
opportunity to participate in choosing the next 
winner. The Fountaindale Library encourages 


readers to help select the 1999 winner by reading 
a minimum of three of the twenty nominated 
titles and casting their ballot for their favorite 
book. As Caudill readers they can track their 
progress and express their opinions about the 
books they read. In February of 1999 we will 
send their votes to the RCYRBA committee. The 
winner will be announced in March. This 
program begins November 6. Pick up a copy of 
the nominated books at the Children’s Services 
Desk in either building.

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In The Beginning... 
History of the Fountaindale Library 


he history of the Fountaindale Public 

Library District is a story of the desire of 

its citizens for cultural improvement and 

the civic pride and spirit necessary to 
make that desire a reality. 

A 1967 community attitude survey conducted 
by the Romeoville Jaycees revealed that 63% of 
those surveyed felt there was a need for a public 
library in their community. The Jaycees reacted 
by forming a Study Committee to investigate the 
possibilities of establishing a library and to 
develop an interest in the project among elected 
officials of the village. 

The Romeoville Village Board reacted to the 
Study Committee report by forming an Explor- 
atory Committee and providing the financing to 
determine the best course of action to follow. 
Their final conclusion was to recommend the 
formation of a library district that would include 
Romeoville, Bolingbrook and the rural portions 
of DuPage Township. It was during this phase of 
the research that it was decided to maintain 
library facilities in both Bolingbrook and 
Romeoville. 

In November, 1968, an Accomplishment 


Committee was appointed by the Romeoville 
Board. Its responsibilities were to secure 
petitions for the Circuit Court of Will County to 
authorize a voter referendum to establish a 
public library district and conduct the ref- 
erendum. All three areas, Bolingbrook, 
Romeoville and Rural DuPage Township 
approved the referendum in December, 1969. In 
all, 56% of the voters were favorable. During the 
accomplishment stage of planning, the Beacon 
Newspaper conducted a contest to name the 
library district. James Bingle submitted the 
winning entry, Fountaindale, the name of the first 
settlement in DuPage Township. In January, 
1970, the members of the Accomplishment 
Committee were named as the first Board of 
Trustees of the District. This included Eugene 
Ennis, John Frangella, Nancy Hunt, Arnold Vito 
Martinez, Earl Meisinger, Leo Osborne and 
Jeanne Wulting. This group secured temporary 
library space in the Park View School, hired a 
librarian and joined the Bur-Oak Library System. 
In a matter of three years, the wishes of the 
citizens were realized!
